The charge was characterized 
by Wilbur as “nonsense.” He de- 
clined today to accept Kelley's res- 
ignation and suspended him pend- 
dng an investigation of his charges. 

A statement issued lafe today by 
Wilbur said Kelley's resignation 
“had come as a surprise in view 
of the fact that Mr. Kelley on July 
7 Was ordered by the Secretary 
to Washington from Denver to 
take charge of this very work. 
and has not yet reported to the 
Secretary.” 

“He reported for duty,” Wilbur 
said, “about Aug. 5 and worked ap- 
proximately a month, during the 
secretary’s absence.”’ 

Wilbur Calls for Details. 

The secretary said he had di- 
rected Kelley to file immediately 
the names of the oil companies re- 
ferred to in his letter with the 
dates and nature of the transac- 
tions mentioned. An Interior De- 
partment announcement said no 
leases for oil shale had been issued 


}under Wilbur's administration. 


“The President's oil conservation 
*" the announcement § said, 
“was carried into effect by order 
of the department on March 12, 
1929, ag to both oil and oil shale, 


covered. 

“However, the secretary's discre- 
tion to refuse to issue leases does 
not, under the, law, extend te 
claims located under the old min- 
ing laws before the mineral leas- 
ing act came -nto effect in 1920. 
The mineral leasing act left intact 
such claims so long as they were 
maintained in accordance with the 
former law. 

“Prior to 1920 several thousand 
of these claims had been located 
in Colorado, Utah and Wyoming, 
covering in excess of 3,000,000 
acres. The department, Under- 
Secretary Work and Secretary Wil- 
bur, followed the policy of insist- 
ing on performance by these lo- 
cators of $100 assessntent work a 
year on penalty of defaulting their 
claims.” 

The statement concluded by say- 
ing Secretary Wilbur would wel- 
come the “fullest investigation on 
the whole oil shale question.” 

Congressional investigation of 
the charge was predicted today 
by Chairman Nye of the Senate 
Lands Committee. 

Senator Nye described Kelley's 
statement as “amazing.” “Keller 
will have to be heard by Congress,” 
he said.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Gov. 


Franklin Roosevelt yesterday asked 
Mayor James Walker to compel 
the ‘Tammany district leaders, 
holding office by his appointment, 
who have refused to waive immun- 
ity before the extraordinary grand 
jury investigating the alleged sale 


‘of judgeships in the greater city, 


to return to the grand jury and 
answer questions propounded to 
them. 

Mayor Walker, after reading a 
copy of the Governor's letter, de- 
elared himself in agreement with 
the executive’s wishes, saying: 

“The text of the Governor's 
message has just been furnished 
me by a newspaper and I am in 
agreement with the purpose of it. 
His suggestion shall be promptly 
carried out.” 

John F. Curry, Tammany chief- 
tain, was the first of the 17 dis- 
trict leaders—most of them hold- 
ing lucrative city jobs—who_ re- 
fused to testify at the investigation 
into judiciary scandals by declar- 
ing himself “insulted” when he 
was asked to sign a waiver of im- 
munity. 

Contrary to Public Policy. 

In the face of the avowed de- 
termination of district leaders to 
defy the investigation, Gov. Roose- 
velt wrote to Mayor Walker: 

“Their action as Government 
servants is contrary to sound pub- 
lic policy. Whether they were 
within their legal rights is not the 
question. What I ask is that 
pleading of immunity by public of- 
ifcers in regard to public acts 


shall cease.’’ 


The special grand jury investi- 


gating charges that former Magis- 


trate George F. Ewald’s &ppoint- 


ment to the bench was purchased, 


was told teday by Supreme Court 


Justice McCook that it might pe- 


tition Gov. Roosevelt for power to 
broaden the scope of its inquiry. 

The jury reported it believed 
investigation ought to be made of 
charges that Martin J. Healy, Tam- 
many district leader, had been on 
the payroll of a book company 
while employed by the Board of 
Education, and that Abe April had 
purchased mining stock from 
Ewald in return for dismissal of 
traffic court charges against a 
friend.

PRINCE LEOPOLD, 
GERMAN CAPTOR 
OF WARSAW, DIES 


‘Uncle of Former Heir to 


Bavarian Throne Suc- 
cumbs to Pneumonia at 


Age of 84. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Prince Leo- 
pold of Bavaria, Field Marshal of 
Germany and commander of the 
German army in the East during 
the earlier stages of the World 
War, died yesterday of pheumonia 
at his home in Munich. He was 
84 years old. 

The Prince played an important 
part in the early German victories 
in Russia and Poland, leading the 
army that captured Warsaw in 
1915. It was even rumored at the 
time that he might be made King 
of Poland. 

He was an uncle of former 
Crown Prince Rupprecht of. Ba- 
varia. 

After his soldiers occupied War- 
saw, he was appointed commander- 
in-chief of the German Eastern 
army, succeeding the then Gen. 
von Hindenburg, who was made 
chief of the general staff, 


Prince Leopold, of whom little 
had been heard in war dispatches 
until he led his troops in the at- 
tack on Warsaw in the summer of 
1915, began a brilliant campaign 
on the Russian front with the cap- 
ture of the Polish capital. 3 

It was one of the greatest mili- 
tary movements in the war, being 
fought along a front. stretching 
nearly 1000 miles from the Baltic 
Sea to the frontiers of Rumania. 
About 6,000,000 men were engaged. 

From May to near the end of 
July, Prince Leopold's Bavarians 
hammered at the Russian armies, 


closing in against Warsaw along a- 


line of 500 mites. The Russians, 
hampered by shortage of ammuni- 
tion, were finally forced to retreat. 

In 1917, Leopold, as commander- 
in-chief of the Fast, received the 
Russian deputation asking for an 
armistice after the outbreak of the 
Bolshevik revolution,

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BRIEFS FILED IN SUIT 
70 BAR OIL MERGER 


Interpretation of St. Louis De- 
cree of 1909 Dissolving 
Standard Combine Involved. 


Briefs were filed today, in Fed- 
eral Court, in the Government’s 
suit to enjoin the proposed mer- 
ger of the Standard Oil Co. of New 


York and the Vacuum Oil Co. The 
two companies former subsidi- 
ames of the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey, were separated when 
the parent company was dissolved 
under the decree entered here in 
1909, and approved by the Su- 
preme Court the following year. 
The decree of 1909 forbade the 
subsidiaries of the old Standard of 
New Jersey to recombine in any 
manner which might have the ef- 
fect of restoring the combination 
held to be illegal. The present suit 
hinges on the interpretation of this 
decree, as applying to present con- 
ditions. Five judges of the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
sitting in Omaha next week, are to 
consider the briefs filed today, and 
testimony taken in New York in 
July. 

The Government’s brief main- 
tains that the proposed merger 
would violate the decree, inasmuch 
as the two companies are now 
competitors, and may become com- 
petitors ona larger scale. The 
Supreme Qourt, in affirming the 
decree in 1911, intended, it is 
argued, to prevent any acts which 
would tend to recreate the com- 
bination, or to create a new and 
similar one.

‘Charged With Dynamiting Her

Perhaps because I was the first Cardinal manager to be fre- 
appointed in a long time, and largely because I haye been fortunate

COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 29.—The 
1930 University of Missouri eleven, 
although possessed of only one let- 
ter man in the backfield, appears 
likely to be one of the most danger- 
ous teams offensively in the Big 
Six Conference this fall. 

Coach Gwinn Henry has always 
been Known for his ability at

Presence of two first-year back- 
field men, Kelly Heitz, St. Louis, 
and Jimmy Doarn, Kansas City, is 
principally responsible for the up- 
turn in Tiger aerial attack. Coach 
Henry last year told ‘“‘bear stories’”’ 
long and loudly over the fact that 
Doarn’s passing arm was not avail- 
able because of the Kansas City 
boy’s ineligibility. This fall Doarn,

Doarn outranks, in experience 
only, the St. Louis sophomore, 
Heitz, who combines his passing 
ability with a line-smashing habit 
induced by his ability as a sprint- 
er to step 100 yards in 10.1 seconds. 
So far as practices can be taken

In each year the world series 
was held as a sort of barnstorm- 
ing tour instead of a home-and- 
home struggle. Various cities 
were on the itinerary of the two 
rivals and, of course, Philadel- 
phia was one. 

The series, both in 1887 and 
1888, lasted 14 games and on 
both occasions, the Browns were 
the losers in games won, by 10 to 
4 totals. 

Two games were played on the 
site of the present Baker Bowl, 
the Philadelphia National League 
club’s home, in mid-October, and 
one at the Athletic’s field. The 
bleacherites raised a roar in 1887 
when they learned that sun seats 
would cost them 50 cents, instead 
of the usual 25 cents, 

In no case did the Browns win 
a game in Philadelphia. It is, 
therefore, strictly up to our Car- 
dinals to win the first world 
series victory ever gained by a 
St. Louis club in Philadelphia.

In closing this article, let me as- 
sure you that the Cardinals should 
not suffer as a result of being in 
a grueling fight practically to the 
last day, while the Athletics coast- 
ed under the wire.

Where National Blundered. 


T will be recalled that at the end 
| of the season of 1899 the Nation- 


al League had whittled its cir-| 


cuit from 12 clubs to eight, an act 
that it never ceased regretting in 
after years. 

This reduction left Baltimoreand 
Washington in the East and Cleve- 
land and Louisville in the West 
open as far as major league base- 
ball was concerned. 

The fans in those four cities 
swore hatred for the senior league 
for deserting them and made it 
clear that they would welcome an- 
other circuit. 

President Johnson saw at once 
there were two vacant places in 
the East where he could safely 
light. At the time, there were no 
official utterances confessing the 
ambitions of the American League 
from the league president or any 
of the club owners. 

Nevertheless, under cover and 
quietly, President Johnson and his 
advisors were doing a lot of work. 
They were quietly preparing the 
ground for bigger things.

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Dean Loeb Analyzes Proposals 
Of Survey Commission for 
State Hospitals and Charities 


Believes Some Recommendations May Prove 
Inadequate, and More Consideration 
Was Due Prevention of Dependency. 


This is the third of a series of 
articles by Dr. Isidor Loeb, Pro- 
fessor of Political Science and 
Dean of the School of Business 
Administration of Washington Uni- 
versity, analyzing the report of the 
State Survey Commission, which 
recommended increased state ez- 
penditures of $192,000,000 in 12 
years to improve conditions in the 
Public Schools, and in the state 
educational, eleemosynary and 
penal institutions. Dr. Loeb’s an- 
alysis was prepared at the request 
of the Associated Industries of Mis- 
souri. In this article he discusses 
the recommendations as to elee- 
mosynary institutions and the pub- 
lic health. 

The Commission recommended 
increased expenditures of $56,567,- 
800 for eleemosynary institutions 
and public health in the 12 yea 
period, of which $16,175,000 was 
for buildings and $40,892,800 for 
support. For the mental hospitals 
the additional expenditure recom- 
mended was $47,647,800; for the 
Missouri State Schools (for feeble 
minded children) $1,357,500; for 
the State Sanatorium, $2,939,000; 
for the Federal and Confederate 
Homes, $100,000; for the Children’s 
Home, $125,000; for the Trachoma 
Hospital, $225,000; and for _ the 
State Board of Health, $4,173,500.

The first six of the above insti- 
tutions are under the management 
of a bi-partisan board of managers 
of State eleemosynary institutions 
consisting of six members. The 
city sanitarium is now owned and 
operated by the City of St. Louis 
but it is proposed that it shall be 
turned over to the State, in which 
case it would come under the con- 
trol of the board of managers. 

The Trachoma Hospital is op- 
erated by the Federal Government 
under a plan by which the State 
furnishes a part of the expenses out 
of appropriations for the State 
Board of Health which consists of 
seven members. The Federal and 
Confederate Homes are under the 
management of separate boards 
each consisting of five members. 
The State Home for Neglected and 
Dependent Children is controlled by 
the State Board of Charities and 
Corrections of seven members. 

The State Fair is managed by a 
board of directors of 19 members. 
Its inclusion in the list of eleemosy- 
nary and public health institutions 
appears to be a bit of unconscious 
humor on the part of the commis- 
siom, 

The only data published regard- 
ing this division of the commis- 
sion’s survey are (1) a series of 10 
tables and one chart relating to the 
four State hospitals and the _ St. 
Louis City Sanitarium and (2) an 
explanation of the estimated an- 
nual needs of the State Board of 
Health for public health conserva- 
tion. The tables and chart which 
relate to housing conditions and 
growth of patient population ap- 
pear to have been prepared by L. 
R. Bowen, Superintendent of 
Bulldings and Bridges for the City 
of St. Louls. They contain a mass 
of valuable data in compact and 
comparable form. 

No Assistance by Experts. 

The commission’s report states 
that Dr. J. M. Murdoch, superin- 
tendent of the School for the Fee- 
ble-Minded at Fait bault, Minn., as- 
sisted in the survey of eleemosy- 
nary institutions and 1t makes spe- 
cial acknowledgment of the assist- 
ance rendered by three members 
of the Board of Managers of Mis- 
souri’s eleemosynary institutions. 
It also states that, in connection 
with those mental hospitals that 
demandéd it, specialized medical 
advice was obtained. T*> reports, 
if any, made by these men have 
not been published and there is no 
specific reference to them in the 
recommendations submitted by the 
commission. 

As regards the other institu- 
tions under this division the com- 
mission states that all “have been 
visited and a careful survey of 
each has been made.” There is no 
indication that the commission had 
any assistance by experts in this 
part of its work except as regards 
fire and related safety-to-life haz-

ards. The commission, however, 


had the advice of members of the 
different boards and of such ex- 
perts as are employed by them. 

As indicated above, the published 
data regarding this division of the 
commission’s work are restricted 
to the mental hospitals and public 
health conservation. The commis- 
sion’s report, however, includes 
additional findings that may be 
accepted in describing existing 
conditions. 

All of the mental hospitals are 
overcrowded, varying from 12.6 per 
cent in Hospital No. 1 to 60.1 per 
cent in Hospital No. 4. As the nor- 
mal capacity of all five of the hos- 
pitals is 7218 and the number of 
patients is 9581, the average over- 
crowding is 32.7 per cent. The 
commission state:3: 

“So acute is the overcrowding at 
the present time that attendants 
are compelled to have their living 
quarters in the wards where the 
mentally sick are housed, that gar- 
rets and basements are being used 
for sleeping quarters for the in- 
mates, and cellars are being used 
for dining rooms and _ kitchens, 
which, though every precaution is 
taken, cannot be kept clean. In 
one institution 189 were found liv- 
ing in one space, in dormitory fash- 
ion, with hardly enough room for 
another bed, much less room for 
aisle space.” 


The commission reports that the 
housing accommodations of the 
Missouri State School for feeble- 
minded and epileptic are also in- 
adequate, with 29 women housed 
in a basement dormitory and no 
provision for Negro patients. Re- 
ports received from 110 counties 
showed 1044 feeble-mindgi and 
epileptic in almshouses exclusive of 
the City of St. Louis, which main- 
tains its own school for such per- 
Sons. 

Similar overcrowding is report- 
ed for the Missouri State Sanatori- 
um where incipient cases of tu- 
berculosis are treated. It is stated 
that 125 cases are now awaiting ad- 
mission to this institution. The 
congestion is in part due to the 
fact that in the absence of other 
provision, nurses and other em- 
ployes occupy quarters that could 
be used for patients. The ‘Tra- 
choma Hospital and ~the.- State 
Home for Neglected and Depend- 
ent Children were also found to 
have inadequate housing facilities. 

“Shocking Fire Hazards.” 

The serious results of overcrowd- 
ing are greatly increased by shock- 
ing fire hazards at many of the 
institutions. These are greatest in 
hospitals Nos. 1, 2 and 3. The 
conimission reports: 

“Buildings of these three institu- 
tions are of combustible construc- 
tion, with large floor area subject 
to loss by one fire. Electric wiring 
in all is defective. Vents in parti- 
tion walls open into attic space, 
2dding drafts to the otherwise most 
hazardous conditions, Tunnels un- 
der buildings are open, presenting 
further draft hazards. No build- 
ings are equipped with auomatic 
sprinklers, nor are there any fire 
division walls extending through 
the roofs, nor automatic fire doors 
to make separate fire divisions, 
Open wood stiarways are -present 
in all institutions. Exit doors open 
in, not out. An almost indefinite 
list of fire hazards could be enum- 
erated. The prominent undesira- 
ble features of these institutions 
from the standpoint of the protec- 
tion of the lives of the helpless they 
house are too many, and too haz- 
ardous, to be neglected, particular- 
ly since means of egress are ham- 
pered by bars and locked doors.” 

Serious fire hazards are also re- 
ported as existing at each of the 
homes for old soldiers and in the 
boys’ dormitory at the State Home 
in Carrollton. 

Insanitary conditions that al- 
ways accompany overcrowding are 
aggravated in the mental hospitals 
by inadequate and obsolete plumb- 
ing. The commission states: 

“The plumbing in all the hos- 
pitals, with the exception of the 
City Sanitarium in St. Louis, is ex- 
ceptionally bad. Not only is it in 
bad condition and largely of an 
obsolete type, but it is inadequate. 
In one ward in the St. Joseph in- 
stitution where 45 patients are 
housed there are only three wash 
basins, one bath tub, one shower 
and two closet stools. In another 
space where 139 women are 
housed in dormitory fashion there 
was only one bath tut, two show- 
ers, and four closet seats.’’ 

There are practically no facilities 
for the proper study and classifica- 
tion of new patients at any of the 
mental hospitals. The commission 
reports: 

“The older of these institutions 
are in no wise equipped with fa- 
cilities for the proper reception and 
study of patients, and the newest 
institution at Farmington to a very 
limited extent only. None is pro- 
vided with enough medical men to 
make the proper study of the pa- 
tient had it the equipment. Facil- 
ities and staff, therefore, to make 
a careful study of each patient re-

GENEVA, Sept. 29.—Pierre Eti- 


enne Flandin, French Minister of 
Commerce and Industry, before the 
League of Nations Assembly today 


accused Canada, the Irish Free 
State and other overseas countries 
of obstructing the League's pro- 
eram for concerted economic ac- 
tion. 

These overseas members of th 
League, especially the British Do- 
minions, Flandin asserted, have 
been objecting in the Economic 
Committee to approval by the As- 
sembly of preferential tariff rates 
in Europe for European agricultur- 
al produce. These objecting mem- 
bers hold the approval would be 
contrary to the League’s ideal of 
universality because it would tend 
to shut out overseas producers 
from free competition in European 
markets. 

Flandin told the committee that 
Canada and other non-European 
agricultural producers are separat- 
ing themselves more and more 
from the League’s economic pro- 
gram and are menacing the success 
of the movement for concerted ac- 
tion to remove obstacles of trade. 

The debate arose during consid- 
eration of resolutions adopted by 
the Warsaw conference for a group 
of Danube and Baltic agricultural 
states acting in hehalf of their ex- 
port trade with other European 
countries. 

The Assembly Economic Com- 
mittee today considerably modified 
its attitude regarding dumping. A 
report of condemnation today was 
amended to “‘note more especially” 
the serious consequences of various 
forms of dumping. The new para- 
graph expresses a desire that an 
inquiry with a view to concerted 
action not only upon indirect pro- 
tectionism, but in regard to ev- 
ery aspect of dumping should be 
pursued with the least possible de- 
lay within the prococol of March 
24, 1920. 

This protocol, drafted by the eco- 
nomic conferencé, is not supported 
by a number of members of the 
League, especially not by the over- 
seas stdtes. This causes the in- 
quiry to be regarded as sidetracked 
and virtually buried so far as 
League organizations are con- 
cerned. 

John O'Sullivan, spokesman for 
the Irish Free State, objected to a 
recommendation in a committee 
report which urged al] states to 
sign a convention adopted last 
March by the Tariff Truce Confer- 
ence. 

Only 18 states signed this con- 
vention, he said, and therefore it 
could not be the sense of the As- 
sembly majority that this conven- 
tion be executed. The Canadian, 
South African, Indian and the New 
Zealand delegations supported the 
Trish position. None of them has 
signed the commercial convention, 
which looks to ultimate reduction 
of tariff laws. 

Polish and Rumania delegations, 
which seek recognition of their 
claims for preferential] for Euro- 
pean agricultural products entering 
European countries, sharply criti- 
cised the position of Ireland and 
the British domains, and said they 
were interfering with the League's 
economic work.

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GEN. BURNHAM DIES; FIRED 
FIRST U. S. GUN IN WORLD WAR 


Shot at German Supply Ship in 1915, 
Long Before America Entered 
Conflict,

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 29.— 
Brigadier-General William P. Burn- 
ham, credited with firing the first 
American gun in the World War, 
died yesterday in San‘ Francisco, 
where he had lived since his retire- 
ment in 1924. He was born in 
Scranton, Pa., 70 years ago. He 
commanded the Eighty-second Di- 
vision overseas. 

After the signing of the armis- 
tice Gen. Burnham was a member 
of the inter-allied military com- 
mission and later was military at- 
tache to Greece. He was decorat- 
ed with the Croix de Guerre 
(France), the Order of Companion 
of the Bath (England), and the 
Medal of Military Merit (Greece). 

The shot for which Gen Burnham 
became noted was fired in March, 
1915, long before America entered 
hostilities. The incident ocurred 
while he was commanding an in- 
fantry regiment at San Juan, Por- 
to Rico. The German supply ship 
Odenwald attempted to leave the 
arbor without authority. Burnham 
ordered a shot fired across its 
bow. The shot brought it back 
into the harbor. 


20,000 ATTEND REPUBLICAN 
DEMONSTRATION IN MADRID 


Speakers Demand That Alfonso 
Abdicate “to Prevent Bloodstains 
on History.”

MADRID, Sept. 29—Republicans 
of Spain were roused today to 
greater efforts to end the mon- 
archy. Twenty thousand persons, 
10,000 of them from without the 
city, jammed an old bull ring in a 
meeting made possible only a few 
days ago with lifting of censorship 
and of a bar on free speech, They 
heard the chiefs of the movement 
attack the monarchy and espouse 
a republic. 

Delegations from every part of 
Spain were present. Most cf them 
carrying banners. The red, yellow 
and purple, Republican colors, were 
prominently displayed. Civic 
guards and police watched over the 
assemblage but were not called up- 
on for more than ordinary police 
duty. When the meeting was over 
the crowd dispersed without inci- 
dent. , 

Alejandro Lerroux, leader of the 
radical wing of the Republican 
party, said Alfonso should be ad- 
vised that the solution lies “entire- 
ly within the King’s hands, and he 
alone can prevent a tragedy.” Al- 
cala Zamora, presenting the Lib- 
eral Republicans, said that “the 
King should take account of the 
present conditions, abdicating be- 
fore blood stains” his history.

He had been 
in poor health since his return from 
Europe two weeks ago,:but his con- 
dition was not considered critical. 
He was 74 years old. 
Only Mrs. Guggenheim, Dr. Dan 
H. Witt, and a nurse were with Mr. 
Guggenheim when he died. His 
son, Harry F. Guggenheim, Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Cuba, was hur- 
riedly summoned from his nearby. 
home. A daughter, Mrs. Roger W. 
Straus, was in the house but did 
not reach her father’s bedside be- 
fore the end. Another son, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel M. Robert Guggen- 
heim was in Washington. 
Mr. Guggenheim’ suffered a 
heart attack several years ago, and 
it is thought to have left him per- 
manently weakened. Last spring 
he underwent two nose operations 
and it was to recuperate from the 
effects of these that he went abroad 
in July. On his return he visited 
Dr. Witt, was told his condition 
was improved. He made two oth- 
er calls there before taking to his 
bed last Thursday. 
He had eaten a good breakfast 
yesterday and was in fine spirits 
when Dr. Witt called at 10 o'clock. 
Within a half hour the physician 
noted an alarming change in his 
patient, but Mr. Guggenheim ap- 
parently was unaware of it and 
died 15 minutes later without real- 
izing that his life was ebbing away. 
Head of Smelting Company, 
Prior to his retirement from ac- 
tive business affairs several years 
ago, Mr. Guggenheim was the di- 
recting genius in some of the larg- 
est enterprises in the history of 
America’s industrial development. 
Outstanding among these was the 
American Smelting and Refining 
Co., one of the world’s largest pro- 
ducers of metals, whose interests 
extended over a wide area in the 
United States, Alaska, Mexico, 
South America, Asia and Africa. 
Guggenheim gave much to char- 
ity during his business career, but 
as he gradually turned over his af- 
fairs to others, these philanthropies

culminated in the Danie] and Flor- 
ence Guggenheim Foundation, es- 
tablished in January, 1924, This 
was created in the name of himself, 
his wife and their children and 
was heavily endowed for “the pro- 
motion through charitable and ben- 
evolent activities of the well-being 
of mankind throughout the world,” 

Much better known to the world 
were Guggenheim’s benefactions to 
American aviators, which began in 
June, 1925, with a $500.000 endow- 
ment for a school of aeronautics 
at New York University and con- 
tinued wit establishment in the 
following January vf the Daniel 
Guggenheim fund for the promo- 
tion of aeronautics, endowed wit 
$2,500,000. 

Fimanced Lindbergh Tour. 

The latter organization financed 
such undertakings as Lindbergh’s 
tour of the United States after his 
return from Paris, a similar flight 
about the country the year before 
by the late Floyd Bennett in the 
plane which he and Admiral Byri 
flew to the North Pole, the fog- 
flying experiments and _ researcii 
carried out by Lieut. James H. Doo- 
little and the $150,000 prize Safe 
Aircraft Competition for the de- 
velopment of a “foolproof” § air- 
plane.

Reichstag. He must accept as his 
only continuous support those par- 
ties which are least fervent in de- 
manding changes in treaty frontiers 
and in refusing to accept German 
responsibility for the World War. 
This ungrateful task is forced 
upon him by the same type of pa- 
triot who drove nails into his 
wooden image in war time. 
Hindenburg stands out today as

EVERAL nights ago I stood at the 


corner of Hamilton and Delmar, when 
five police cars raced west on Delmar 
in response to a radio alarm followed by 
609 or 70 cars of curiosity seekers, none 
of which traveled less than 60 miles per 
hour. For 10 or 15 minutes it was ab- 
solutely impossible for a pedestrian to 
cross the street at this point because of 
the procession of speed maniacs. 

May I suggest that the police respond 
to a few false alarms and have a dozen 
motor cycle officers planted along the 
route to nab the speeders. The experi- 
ment at least would prove interesting 
with the police cars chasing crooks and 
murderers, the citizens chasing the po- 
lice and the police again chasing the 
citizens, ’ 

The use of radio by the police is no 
doubt a very effective means of bring- 
ing them quickly to the scene of a 
crime, but the thought has occurred to 
me that it could become more effective. 
For instance, the screeching sirens of four 
er five police cars can be heard a dozen 
blocts away, giving the crimina! plenty 
of time and ample warning to ‘lee from 
the scene, The police should arrive on 
the scene quietly and if their cars are 
manned by expert drivers, there is no 
need for a screaming siren except tn 
rare cases such as a traffic jam or when

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SNOW-ON-THE-MOUNTAIN. 

Was there ever a fall with more snow-on-the-moun- 
tain? If the dry summer caused it to flourish so, 
then we have something for which to thank the 
drouth.- Long ranges of the white-blanketed shrub 
are everywhere now. Snowy chains border lawns 
and behind the low foothills of autumn gardens rise 
up glistening peaks along back fences like the main 
line of the Rockies. Botanists know it as euphorbia; 
some housewives call it spurge, but everyone with a 
sense of the fitness of things knows it could not be 
better named than snow-on-the-mountain. The fam- 
ily to which it belongs consists of more than 4000 
species and spreads over the whole earth with the 
exception of Arctic and cold Alpine zones. In the 
tropics some species yield a juice used for medicine 
and some a wholesome starch. Chinese substitute the 
oil for lard and use it in candle making. In Japan 
it is burned. One South American variety produces 
a rubber substance and others dyestuffs. From Afri- 
ca comes teak. But the Mississippi Valley knows a 
far better use than any of these. Here the frosted 
leaves serve the much more important purpose of 
making the world a prettier place in which to be. 
Through their curious beauty when September comes 
the poorest yard can have its own range of snow- 
covered mountains.

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ANOTHER PENNANT-WINNER. 

St. Louis has two pennant-winners. The day before 
the Cardinals clinched. the flag by defeating the Pi- 
rates, the St. Louis Stars won the blue ribbon in 
the Negro National League. They defeated the De- 
troit Stars, four games to two, in a play-off series 
between the winners of the first and second halves 
of the split season. All of the Stars did their stuff 
in the series. Willy Wells, fastest Negro shortstop 
in the country, gobbled them up at short; Mule 
Suttles, according to form, hit four home runs; Jim 
Bell was, as.usual, a stone wall in centerfield, and 
Stringbean Trent, in pitching two winning games, 
gave but 11 hits and fanned 19 men. 

Victory in the Detroit series put the St. Louis 
Stars at the apex of the Negro baseball world. In 
two special series this season, they defeated the 
Houston Black Buffaloes, best Negro team in the 
South, and the Homestead Grays, the best the East 
can produce. The Buffaloes fell five successive times 
before the powerful Stars, while the Grays’ two vid¢- 
tories in five games were due almost solely to the 
masterful pitching of Smoky Joe Williams, the 52- 
year-old phenomenon, who has been discouraging 
Negro batters for 25 years, and couldn’t be expected 
to stop at this early date. 

So don’t say baseball, say St. Louis. 
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“TI am a dry,” says Mrs. McCormick at Carmi, IIl. 
“IT am for law enforcement. I am for majority rule 
and the Constitution and the Bill of Rights and the 
guaranteed right to petition the Government.” She 
is also for the Ten Commandments, the sanctity of 
the home, the beauty of American womanhood, Santa 
Claus, bright, sunny weather and anything else that 
might help her to get into the Senate. 
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THE CANNED SOUP MAN. 

A tremendous change in the kitchen habits of the 
American housewife was wrought by John Thomp- 
son Dorrance, founder and president of the Campbell 
Soup Co., and sole owner of its $150,000,000 worth 
of stock, who died the other day. It was he who orig- 
inated the canned soup industry, conceiving the idea 
while a graduate student in the University of Got- 
tingen. When he returned to the United States he 
joined his uncle's fruit firm, the Joseph Campbell 
Fruit @& Preserve Co., from whose cannery there 
issued for the first time in 1899 condensed canned 
soup, the product of a 26-year-old employe who went 
to work for $7.60 a week. 

The consequences of his work are so much a part 
of our everyday lives that we are apt to overlook 
them. Newlywed wives who work by day and put 
suppers together in 15 minutes in clothes closet sized 
kitehenettes owe him a great debt. Soups which once 
took #o long to prepare that housewives made them 
jonly on wash day are now ready to serve in no time

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EXIT SEYMOUR. 

The Republicans will breathe a sigh of relief at 
the departure of Victor Seymour from the scene, al- 
though his resignation as manager of the Western 
headquarters of the Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee will not begin to repair the damage done. 
The Nye committee stripped off the windings of 
the Grocer Norris mummy last week, and revealed 
his short-lived candidacy as a contemptible conspir- 
acy to defeat Senator George W. Norris. Grocer 
Norris and his attorney, A. Paul Johnson, reversed 
previous testimony to confess that Seymour had in- 
duced the ignorant grocery clerk to enter the race 
and had paid his $50 filing fee. 

Seymour, full of protestations and denials that he 
is guilty “of any wrong act,” nevertheless steps out. 
We do not know what Seymour construes to be right 
or wrong, but if he can stretch his ethics to justify 
the Nebraska business, he hardly qualifies as one 
of the great moral philosophers. It would be inter- 
esting to know just how far up the conspiracy to 
trick Norris out ‘of re-election went. It is incon- 
ceivable that Seymour should embark on so daring a 
strategem without the knowledge of his supefiors. 
What, for example, does Senator Moses, who once 
referred to Norris and his Senatorial allies as sons 
of the wild jackass, know about it?

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MISINFORMATION BY RADIO. 

Radio, which is getting quite a reputation as a 
disseminator of information, is likely to become dis- 
tinguished for spreading misinformation if -it con- 
tinues to permit sketches in which exciting but fic 
titious public events play a part. Berlin was all 
a-tremble the other night after listeners heard the 
radio announce that the Foreign Minister -had been 
assassinated, a tragedy that occurred in a radio 
sketch of which they heard only a fragment. Sim- 
ilar false alarms have occurred before; notably a 
few months ago in New York when a humorous skit 
killed off the whole Mexican Cabinet, with consid- 
erable public excitement resulting. Twirlers of dials 
and inattentive listeners to such programs hear only 
the startling bulletin, without its explanation. It is 
ohe of radio’s limitations that it cannot establish 
a background, as in a lampoon on the printed page, 
whereby a casual audience knows it is hearing make- 
believe. False news proverbially has always trav- 
eled faster than true. Injudicious radio broadcasting 
helps it along at an amazing rate that is hard on 
the public equilibrium and the nervous system. 
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INCONSISTENT CENSORSHIP. 

Again John S. Sumner, in his devotion to safe- 
guarding public morals, has failed in an. effort to 
suppress a book. This time it is “Casanova’s Home- 
coming,” by Arthur Schnitzler, which receives a clear 
bill of health from a New York Magistrate. This is 
not merely one of the many routine battles Mr. Sum- 
ner has fought (and usually lost) to keep his So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice before the public; 
it carries an interesting sidelight on the weird meth- 
ods of censorship. 

“Casanova’s Homecoming” was first assailed by the 
purity squadron in 1923, when it appeared in a cost- 
ly edition. It was found not guilty, the Magistrate 
even pronouncing it “a distinct contribution to the 
literature of the present day.” The present action 
resulted when another publisher brought out a dol- 
lar edition. ‘Mr. Sumner and his smut hawks evi- 
dently had the idea that, although the volume had 
been adjudged innocuous in a collector’s edition, it 
became dangerous when issued at a popular price. 
Hence, obscenity would be reduced to a mere matter 
of paper and binding, a most convenient if. utterly 
specious standard. 

Further, Mr. Sumner made no attempt to stop the 
German edition of the novel, which circulated to a 
certain extent in this country. Thus he is on rec- 
ord as conceding that people who can pay a high 
price for a book or who can read a foreign language 
are superior beings whose stout morals do not need 
his vigilance to prevent contamination, while the 
great body of citizens who read only English and buy 
dollar books require his protection to avoid perdition. 
It is fortunate that the Magistrate in the last case 
does not agree with this cynical and distorted view.

THREE AMERICAN MONUMENTS. 

A monument was unveiled a few days ago at Hay- 
erstraw, N. Y,, marking the place where Benedict 
Arnold, American traitor, met Maj. ‘Andre, British 
spy, and arranged to sell out the Colonial army. A 
crowd of citizens was present, and the president of 
the Rockland County Historical Society spoke. Two 
days later, a bronze statue of the late Senator Boies 
Penrose, arch-boss and puller of political strings, was 
unveiled at Harrisburg, Pa., in the presence of a dis- 
tinguished gathering. Addresses were made by Gov. 
Fisher and Senator Grundy. 

But at Marion, O., stands the massive marble tomb 
of the late President Harding, erected at a cost of 
$700,000 gathered from school children and citizens, 
as yet undedicated although four years have passed 
since the cornerstone was laid. Mr. Coolidge, Vice 
President in the Harding regime, never found time 
to make the dedicatory address. Mr. Hoover, a 
member of the Harding Cabinet, likewise has been 
too busy. Nor have the Chief Justice and the Secre 
tary of the Treasury, both in the Harding Cabinet, 
ever bestirred themselves toward arranging the cere- 
mony. Members of the committee that built the 
memorial are fast losing hope that it will ever be 
dedicated. 

In these three monuments is a saddening study in 
the fate of reputations.

tional system “up to date” we sometimes 

venture major operations without careful 
diagnosis. Medically, too, there is no end 
of haphazard doctoring; the parent, the 
“taxpayer,” the politician, the business man, 
each adds his nostrum to the medicine 
chest. The only person never. consulted 
about the patient is the teacher. To let 
him have too much to do with running the 
schools might be ‘“‘undemocratic.” To de- 
limit his sphere of influence would not be 
easy. So it is expedient to eliminate him 
from the counsels altogether. Considering 
this handicap, we cannot but admire the 
quality of the American school. However, 
there is no doubt that in its constructive 
processes much good material is left un- 
used or even spoiled and wasted.

That our public life has become so hum- 
drum and our private life so stereotyped is 
not due to the absence of devotion and dis- 
cipline in the young element but, rather, to 
the passive resistance of the mature people 
in contro] of affairs who by reason of their 
Philistine panics or their stagnant mental- 
ity counter any attempted uplift with the 
dead weight of fixed and self-satisfied opin- 
ion. Their indifference toward any unlu- 
crative enthusiasm cramps the ambitions of 
the new-fledged scholar and thwarts him in 
his mission, so that his lofty animation 
soon abates. It would seem that college 
education is not adhesive enough: instead 
of sticking for life, it loosens and drops off. 

If the splendid development of the uni- 
versities in their practical functions has had 
such small effect on the refinement of the 
social fabric; if in spite of the swelling 
volume of our educational business the bal- 
ance of trade has not perceptibly swerved 
in our favor; that is, if in the concerns of 
science, philosophy, religion, poetry, music 
and the allied arts our imports still greatly 
exceed our exports, then, in plain words, our 
humanization lags woefully behind our ma- 
terial progress, an awkward relation indeed, 
and one for which a wider diffusion of that 
odiously named “culture” through the 
scholastic channels suggests itself as the 
most likely remedy.

Apparently, the need of the humanities is 


‘more keenly realized by the students than 


by the organs of academic government and 
instruction. Judging from sufficient testi- 
mony, Our most ambitious students are dis- 
contented. This is what they intimate to 
us, in a variety of ways: “You misread our 
intentions. We did not come to the uni- 
versity to trifle away the best part of four 
years; neither do we care to invest them 
wholly in the preparation for a job. Surely 
we want college to aid us in bread-winning 
and to better our chances of success. Yet, 
much interested as we are in a good living, 
we are still more interested in the good 
life. We do look to the university to expe- 
dite civilization by producing discoverers 
and inventors and by giving every incentive 
to economic, hygienic and political improve- 
ment; and we expect the university to in- 
crease our capabilities by its training and to 
stimulate in us a co-operative civic sense.

These are “intangibles,” but their reality 
is beyond doubt. The more firmly they 
grip the imagination of the elect, the great- 
er the boon to all society. The dreams and 
visions of youth body forth the future as 
charted by the self-determination of the 
race, If, therefore, a practical reason for a 
generous treatment of humanistic studies is 
wanted, it is simply this: No matter how 
well the plant be looked after in the upper 
reaches of our educational industry, the 
works must eventually suffer if the power 
is allowed to run down at the source. 

The unpopularity of the “humanities” 
with the apostles of narrow. specialization 
hangs together with the difficulty of dem- 
onstrating their value ad oculos, and also 
with the paradoxical fact that their most 
precious product consists in their by-prod- 
ucts. Provided these branches are prop- 
erly taught, their educative effect is imper- 
dible, and it is idle to dispute their “use” 
when, infallibly, they accomplish so much 
more than can be accurately, predicted.

The double task of the,\American univer- 
sity as it has been shaped by its heredity 
and environment ig to lend its utmost sup- 
port to the legitimate claims of utility, 


‘without, however, blundering into Mr. Hen- 


ry Ford's vulgar classification of human 
concerns into utilities and futilities, The 
result. of academic training shows not alone 
in what college-bred men and women can 
do but in what they can be. They should 
possess certain characteristics in common, 
no matter what type of special knowledge 
they may have pursued. These character- 
istics, which cannot be too frequently set 
down, should be Alemanded of all univer- 
sity teachers, irrespective of their line of 
work. Unfortunately, this reasonable re- 
quirement is not generally acknowledged by 
the powers that govern our highest schools, 
and even when publicly avowed, is but laxly 
enforced, The universities should contrib- 
ute to society a highly class-conscious 
group. Their graduates should be conspicu- 
ous for their habitual power of reflection, 
their gentility of speech and manners, their 
good taste, a balanced capacity for action 
and self-restraint, a reverent understanding 
for any exalted striving. They should be 
persons of tolerant and discriminating 
ideais, widely read, sensitive to beauty in its 
natural forms and its artistic manifestations. 
In fine, they should belong to that human 
minority who are capable of consistently 
wholesome attitudes and well considered ac- 
tion in matters concerning the common 
weal. And, béing conscious of their call to 
leadership, they must not shirk its severe 
responsibilities and trials.

PUTTING UP GRAPES 


Many Other Sweets Besides 
Jelly Made With Purple 
and White Grapes.. 


While grape jelly is the most 
popular way of putting up grapes, 
many home cooks specialize on 
making grape jam and grape con- 
serve. 

Ripe Grape Jam. 

Four pounds of cooked fruit, 
seven cups sugar and one-half cup 
commercial pectin. 

Use only fully ripened grapes. 
Separate skins and simmer pulp, 
covered, five minutes. Remove 
seeds by sieving. Crush skins 
(tough skins need chopping) and 
mix with pulp. Add one-half cup 
water, stir until mixture boils, cov- 
er, and simmer slowly 30 minutes. 
Then measure fruit into large ket- 
tle. Add sugar, mix and bring to 
a full rolling boil over hottest fire. 
Stir constantly before and while 
boiling. Boil hard one minute. Re- 
move fr fire and stir in pectin. 
Skim; pour quickly. Cover hot 
jam with film of hot paraffin; 
when jam is cold, cover with one- 
eighth inch of hot paraffin. Roll 
glass to spread paraffin on sides. 
If desired, add grated orange rind. 
If malagas or tokays are used, cut, 
seed, and crush them, and add 
juice of one lemon with water dn 
which they are simmered. Requires 
about three pounds grapes. 

Grape Conserve. 

Six quarts grapes, one pound 
seeded raisins, three lemons, three 
oranges, four pounds sugar, and 
one-half pound shelled almonds, 
blanched and chopped fine. 

Pick grapes from stems; separate 
skins and pulp, putting pulp into 
double boiler, drop skins into pre- 
serving kettle. Steam pulp until 
seeds are loosened, then strain. Add 
to grape skins with raisins, juice of 
lemons and oranges, rind of one 
orange and one lemon, which have 
beet put through food chopper, and 
sugar. Let stand one hour. Bring 
to bolling point and cook 30 min- 
utes, or until thick. Just before 
taking from fire, add finely 
chopped blanched almonds. Piace 
in sterilized glasses or jars and 
when cold seal with melted paraf- 
fin. 

Spiced Grapes. 

Seven pounds grapes, four pounds 
sugar, two cups mild vinegar, one 
nutmeg, grated; one and one-half 
teaspoons ground cinnamon and 
one teaspoon ground cloves./ 

Wash and drain grapes; push 
pulp from skins, reserving skins. 
Place pulp in top of double boiler 
and steam until seeds loosen. Push 
through a fine sieve and add to 
skins with sugar and sifted spices. 
Stir until thoroughly mixed. Add 
vinegar. Simmer two hours. This 
must not boil. Turn into sterilized 
jars and seal while hot.

HOW TO CAN PEAT HES 


Cold Pack Method May Be Used 


Successfully With Fruit. 
Scald peaches two minutes: dip 
Skin, cut in 
halves and remove stones. Pack 
closely in clean jars, which have 
been fitted with new rubbers. 

Fill jars to neck with boiling sy- 


} rup, made in the proportion of one 
| cup sugar to one and one-half wa- 


ter and boiled for five minutes aft- 
er the boiling-point is reached. Ad- 
just lids loosely. Process 16 min- 
utes; seal immediately. 

If oven method is used, place 
jars in pan, set pan on rack in oven, 
which is in the same Position as 
for baking; then set’ regulator at 
250 degrees, light oven and pro- 
cess one hour for quarts; 40 min- 
utes for pints. 


Clab Combination Salad. 

Take one head crispy lettuce, 
ripe tomatoes, green peppers and 
onions and chives, with perhaps a 
cucumber or two. Dice the to- 
matoes and cucumbers and shave 
the onions and green peppers, 
sometimes shredding the lettuce, 
and, of course, chop the chives. 
Then toss everything in a big 
salad bowl, pouring over a rich 
French dressing, 


TRY CABBAGE ROLLS 
WITH TOMATO SAUCE 


Cabbage Is Wholesome, Nutri- 
tious and Palatable When 
Properly Prepared. 


Cabbage is not only a useful, but 
a very wholesome vegetable, yet it 
is often made indigestible by too 
long cooking. Experiments that 
have recently been made at the 
University of Chicago show that 
this vegetable, if shredded, will 


‘cook in from seven to 10 min- 
utes and be delicate in flavor and 
attractive in color. Cabbage con- 
tains some sulphur ‘compounds 
that are broken down in long cook- 
ing and give the vegetable a strong 
odor and flavor as well as a dark, 
rather disagreeable color. 

Boiled Cabbage. 

Try this method of cooking it 
and note the difference. Shred the 
cabbage, cover with boiling water, 
add salt to season and boil uncov- 
ered for about 10 minutes. Drain, 
season with butter, salt and pepper 
or with a little cream. 

Cabbage Rolls. 

Cut the stalk from a large head 
of cabbage and remove about 12 
of the largest leaves. Use the rest 
of the cabbage for slaw another 
meal. Dip each cabbage leaf in 
boiling water to soften it so that 
it can be rolled. 

Mix one pound of finely chopped 
beef, veal or lamb with two tea- 
spoons salt, one teaspoon poultry 
seasoning, one small onion chopped 
fine, a beaten egg and three table- 
spoons fine, dry bread crumbs. 
Mix very thoroughly. 

Put two cabbage leaves together 
with a tablespoonful of the meat 
in the middle. Roll the leaves 
around the meat to entirely en- 
close it and fasten with toothpicks 
or tie with string. 

Melt three tablespoons butter or 
drippings in a deep saucepan. 
Sprinkle the cabbage rolls with a 
little flour, put them in the hot 
fat, cover and cook slowly for 10 
minutes. Then pour in two cups 
strained canned tomato or canned 
tomato juice, a sliced onion and 
one-half cup boiling water. Cover 
closely again and cook slowly for 
40 to 60 minutes or until the rolls 
are very tender. 

Remove to a hot platter and 
thicken the gravy with a little 
flour or corn starch mixed with 
cold water. Pour over the rolls 
and serve very hot. 

For an entirely different flavor, 
add one-half teaspoon carroway 
seeds to the cabbage rolls while 
cooking.

Hotels for Women 
Workers Torn Down | 


RS. LULAH T. ANDREWS, 

who saw the devastation of 

war for men, has also seen the 
devastation of peace for women. 

As head of the Government Bu- 
reau of Industrial 
Transportation at Washington she 
has seen homes of 400 women re- 
cently swept away in a purely 
peace-time movement. 

The Government hotels, which 
housed that many women Govern- 
ment workers, have been torn down 
to make way for more imposing 
‘buildings needed in the capital ex- 
tension plan. 

Erected during the war to meet 
a housing emergency the neat 
stucco buildings were homes for 
2000 women workers. In pleasant, 
homelike surroundings they ob- 
tained board and room for about 
$50 a month. 

In a few years the hotels became 
real homes to many women, espe- 
cially the older ones, some of whom 
had no other home ties. With the 


signing of the armistice the origi-_ 


nal purpose of the hotels vanished 
—the housing of women war work- 
ers. 

But by that time the women had 
so firmly entrenched themselves 
that it took a very hard-hearted 
Congress to summarily dislodge 
them.
